DORCHESTER, New Brunswick, Dec. 1.— 
Robert Olsen, otherwise ‘‘Buck,’’ was

The whole Austrian press without excep- 
tion regards.the Rothschild silver scheme as 
impracticable, believing that it would iIn- 
crease the overproduction of silver, retard 
the creation of a fixed ratio and leave the 
situation at the end of five years far worse 
than now. The Austrian papers prefer the 
scheme of Julius Wolf of Zurich to expro- 
priate mines, prohibit the opening of new 
ones and declare the production of sil- 
ver a State monopoly. This pian has the 

erit of throwing. the burden of rehabiiita- 
tion on silver producing countries and the 
defect of supposing countries like Bolivia and 
Mexicoable to expropriate mines or stop 
lilicit mining. The late Prof. Soetber, who 
proposed the withdrawal of all the gold coins 
undertwenty shillings value to make room 
for alarger circulation of silver, and the 
Vienna economist, Dr. Theodore Hertzka, 
has made a suggestion that all gold coin 
should be withdrawn, and replaced by eoins 
made from an alloy of gold and silver ina 
proportion fixed by international agreement 
or if such coin should be unwelcome to ihe 
public, by certificates issued on the basis of 
gold anda silver to be kept in reserve in a pro- 
portion accepted by the conference. This, 
like all the other propositions, has a draw- 
back of rendering necessary a general ac- 
ceptance of a fixed proportion between gold 
and silver. 


BRITI8H POLITICS, 


GLADSTONE’S HOME RULE BILL NOT YET MADE 
PUBLIC. 

LONDON, Dec. 1.—The Marquis of Ripon, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, made a 
speech at the Eighty Club yesterday in which 
he confirmed the report sent to America some 
time ago giving the outlines of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s home rule bill. The Marguis also 
referred to the details published here yester- 
day of an alleged home rule scheme 
that has caused considerable discussion 
in political circles. ‘This story was first pub- 
lished in a Baltimore paper, which vouched 
for the correctness of the plan. The story 
was copied and was cabled to this country, 
where it was read with amazement by those 
who know what Mr. Gladstone’s proposals 
will be. The Marquis of Ripon declared that 
the details of this alleged measure as cabled 
were bogus. He warned the members 
of the club not to put faith in this 
sketch of the alleged bill, adding, ‘‘Our 
*-iends across the water are very smart, as 
you Know very well, but I would not recom- 
mend them to put their money on the horse 
that was trotted forth on Tuesday, as the 
animal is not at all like the horse that is now 
being trained at Hawarden.’’ Continuing, 
the Marguis of Ripon said that the measure 
of home rule the Liberal party meant to sub. 
mit to Parllament would not be  %4Iless 
extensive than the bill presented in 
1886, although the Cabinet would profit by the 
experience gained inthe last six years, and 
endeavor to remove the defects and improve 
the detalls of that measure. 

Itis stated that Michael Davitt desires to 
resign his present seatin Parliament and to 
run again without priestly assistance. But 
under the charges of undue clerical influence 
he will not be permitted to  ac- 
cept the Chiltern Hundreds. The Daily 
News hints that the unseating of Mr. Fullerton 
on account of Bishop Nulty’s unwise pastoral 
must make Mr. Davitt uncomfortable. The 
Times says: This is a point of some im- 
portance, for it is to the vote of the Irish cler- 
icals that the Gladstane government owes Its 
precarious life. The vote ofthe Irish clericals 
now dominate the policy of the British Em- 
pire. The South Meath petition has shown us 
something of the powers which in turn dom‘ 
inate them. 

The Chronicle says: The result in South 
Meath may be useful tothe Irish party if it 
teaches them to curb their priests and to imi- 
tate O’Connellin repudiating politics from 
Rome. Bishop Nulty tried to aid Mr. Davitt, 
and it is feared that Mr. Davitt will be un- 
seated, At the same time we must avow 
that if we begin to tackle the thorny subject 
ofspiritual intimidation, we shall find our- 
selves involved in all the troubles of con- 
tinental politics. The opinion prevails in 
Dublin that the McCarthyites are certain to 
regain the South Meath seat by an increased 
majority through an election on the new 
register. Mr. Fullam will be debarred from 
sitting in Parliament for seven years.

OBITUARY. 


Ex-Gov. Henry M. Hoyt Died This 


Morning. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 1.—Ex-Gov. Henry 
M. Hoyt died shortly after 2 o’clock this 
morning. The end was peaceful. Six months 
ago he was stricken with paralysis and three 
months later he had another stroke. Since 
then he began to fail rapidly. Mr. Hoyt, 
since the war, was never a strong man, he 


contracting a disease in the army which has 
made bim more or less ofaninvalid ever 
since. His estate will not reach over $5,000. 

Henry Martin Hoyt was bornin Kingston, 
Pa.,in June, 1830. His father, Ziba Hoyt, 
settied in Luzerne County in 1794. At, the age 
of 14 Henry entered the Wyoming Seminary, 
then just opened by Rev. Dr. Nelson, where 
he prepared forcollege. in 1845 he entered 
Williams College, graduating in 1848. He 
then began the study of lawin the office of 
Hon. George W. Woodward, but he continued 
for only one year, going, In 1853, to Memphis, 
where he taughta graded school until re- 
called to Pennsylvania by thedeath of his 
father. He then again took up the 
study of law, this time in the 
office of Warren J. Woodward, with whom 
he remained until the election of his tutor to 
the bench. He was married on Sept. 25, 
1855, to Marv E. Loveland of Kingston and the 
year following he beganthe practice of his 
profession. The same year he took part in 
the Fremont campaign. At the breaking out 
of the rebellion he was activein organizing 
the 524d Regiment of Pennsylvania Volunteers. 
He was commissioned Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and his regiment being in the brigade of Gen. 
Negly, participated in the Peninsula 
campaign of 1862. His war 
record is an enviable one and 
his active work soon earned him promotion 
to General. In 1875 he became Chairman of 
the Republican State Oommittee and con- 
ducted the campaign of that and the suc.

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Might Cause Scandal’—The Lack of 
Wisdom in the Opponents of Fr. Brady 
in Recommending Bishops Out of the 
Archdiocese Now Becomes Strikingly 
Apparent. 


During the course of his career as Arch- 


bishop, the head of the 8t. Louls archdiocese 


has frequently been compared to Richelieu 
for strength of character and astuteness in 
questions of policy. 

The present state of the coadjutorship 
wrangle seems, upon careful analysis, to 
warrant this high compliment to the diplo- 
matic ability of the venerable metropolitan. 

Unless all signs fail his priests are likely to 
learn before long that theinfirmity which 
renders it necessary for himto have an as- 
sistant in the arduous duties which for many 
years he has performed alone doesnot ex- 
tend to his intellect. 

A brief review of the now famous attempt 
ofthe priests to undo Fr. Brady, and put 
him forever out of the list 
of candidates for the mitre, sometimes 
called ‘‘the split hat,’’ will show the advan- 
tage of the Archbishop. 

When the priests heard that Fr. Brady had 
been delegated by the Archbishop to repre- 
sent him the conference of the archbishops, 
they rightly surmised that the Vicar General 
was Archbishop Kenrick’s candidate for the 
coadjutorship. To checkmate the Arch- 
bishap they drew up a petition for a 
coadjutor and named as satisfactory 
candidates, not three ortwoor eveh one of 
the suffragan bishops of this province, whose 


favor they are bound to have, to be success- 


ful, but three prelates who lived in 
as many distant parts of the country, who 
were absolutely without any influence which 
they might bringto the atd of the priests’ 
cause,

action. Then either Bishop Hogan or Bishop 
Hennessy of Dubuque might be won over to 
the cause ofthe priests, to whom these 
prelates are  Dbelieved to be friendly. 
The priests would then have five votes in the 
council against the Archbishop and the votes 
ofthe three remaining suffragans. Victory 
for the priests and defeat for Fr. Brady 
would then be assured, forthe Vicar-Gen 
eral might not obtaina placeon thelist of 
three candidates to be sent to Rome. 

But they did not dothis. On the contrary 
of three bishops whom they named as most 
acceptable to them, not one was a suffragan 
of this archdiocese. 

WHY THE MEETIFG WAS CALLED. 

The fact that Archbishop Kenrick so quickly 
carried out the suggestions of the Arch- 
bishops tocalla meeting of his suffragans 
to pass upon the coadjutorship question is 
taken as an indication by all whoare familiar 
with his disposition, that he felt certain that 
the suffragans would be inno mood at pres- 
ent to side with the priests. 

The suffragans know only too well that the 
coadjutor of their choice will be their future 
superior, and it would be only human nature 
for them to refuse to further the claims of 
these outsiders who are now of the same 
dignity as themselves, but who aimto become 
their betters, through the support of the St. 
Louls priests. That suffragan bishops are 
not averse tu self-elevation is abundantly 
proved by three striking instances. 
When the see of Philadelphia became 
vacant, the suffragarf bishops and the priests 
could not agree upon three candidates, be- 
cause several ofthe suffragans had high no- 
tions of their own fitness for the 
office, and Bishop Ryan of St. Louis 
was made a compromise candidate. When 
Archbishop Purcell of Cincinnati died the 
suffragans and priests failed to bid upon 
three satisfactory candidates and 
Bishop Elder from 
a datocese The same 
thing happened in Chicago, when Rome de- 
cided to raise that dlocese to the dignity of 
an archiepiscopal see. Each of the 
bishops ‘of the new province 
was desirous to pick the lum, 
but all of them falled signally, and Bishop 
Feehan of Nashville, Tenn., received the ap- 
pointment. 

Of course other considerations may out- 
weigh personal motives with the suffragans, 
and they may defeat Fr. Brady, but from 
outward appearees they are not bound to 
the cause of the priests by bands of steel. 

SEVERE ON FR. BRADY. 
To-day a delegation of priests is occupiea 
in canvassing for signatures to the 
protest to the Pope against Fr. 
Brady’s appointment, mention of 
which was made yesterday. This protest 
states, what has never appeared in print, 
namely the reasons why the clergy are op- 
posed to Fr.

KRAMER INTERFERES. 


He Thinks That the Woman May Be a 
Witness Against Newsome for the 
Crime Committed in New Madrid and 
Wants to Save Him-—General Police

But for Jailer Kraemer’s interference the 
city jail would to-day have been the scene of 
@& Marriage ceremony. 

Frank Newsome of New Madrid, who was 
brought to Sst. Louls last Saturday for safe- 
keeping, charged with killing E. B. 
Gray of New Madrid, was the prospective 
groom and Mrs. hatte Morrell, a young 
widow of New Madrid, was to be the bride. 

Newsome got into a quarrel with Gray,who 
was a saloon keeper, on last Monday week 
at New Madrid, and it is alleged 
shot him through the head, killing him. 
Newsome was arrested, and the feeling being 
so strong against him it was feared that he 
would be lynched, and he was brought to st. 
Louls by the Sheriff at New Madrid for safe- 
keeping. 

Two days ago Mrs. Morrell, who is only 20 
years old, appeared atthe Four Courts and 
asked to beallowed to see Newsome. She 
told Jailer Kramer that she was Newsome’s 
promised wife. After the interview with 


Newsome she informed the jailer that she 
and Newsome wished to get married. She 
departed, and going to the Court- 
house called on Kecorder Hobbs and 
requested a marriage license. The Re- 
corder refused to issue the license, 
but still undaunted, the faithful littl woman 
did not despair. 

She enlisted the sympathy of Sheriff Staed, 
who to-day senta deputy tothe Four Courts 
with her, and the services of a 
notary beingemployed Newsome’s affidavit 
was taken in jail to the effect that he wished 
tomarry Mrs. Morrell. his was presented 
to Recorder Hobbs together with Mrs. Mor- 
rel’s affidavit that she did know 
anything about the killing of Gray 
excepting what Newsome told her.

ALL VOTED FOR IT. 


Central Distilling Oo.’s Plant and Busi- 
ness Sold for $700,000. 


{TS PURCHASE COMPLETES AN ANTI- 
WHISKY TRUST MOVE. 


By Unanimous Vote,the Stockholders Sell 
Out to Mr. Samuel Woolner—What the 
Deal Is Believed to Mean—Prospect of 
Absorption—Transfer of Titles. 


At 11 o’clock this morning, by a unanimous 
vote of its stockholders, the Central Distil- 
lery Co. of St. Louis was sold to Samue? 
Woolner, who is organizing the ‘‘Anti- 
Trust Distillery Companies,’’ forthe sum of 
$700,000. The deeds of sale, etc., will be made 
out this afternoon, andthe new owners will 
take charge of the property at 
the earliest possible moment. The 
terms of the sale at the 
figure stated above were practically cash, 
the greater portion of the purchase price to 
be paid spot cash and the remainder in notes 
not.exceeding tour months’ time. 

EVERY STOCKHOLDER PRESENT. 

Every stockholder of the Central Distillery 
Co, was present at to-day’s meeting, which 
was held in the company’s offices 
at the plant on Duncan, near 
Vandeventer avenue. They are as follows: 
Wm. H. Lee of Lee & Co., Steinwender & 
Seliner, Stracke & Cesar, Mette & Kanne, J. 
H. Rottman of J. H. Rottman & Co., 
George Menke of the Nelson Distilling 
Co., iTecumseh 8S. Teutscher of T. &. 
Teutscher & Co., J. Ossing, Relip- 
schlager & Kamp, Frank Sittermann, 
Gerhardt Kohring and L. & A. Scharff. All 
the above-named firms are St. Louis liquor 
houses, and the first seven named con- 
stitute the Board of Directors of the Central 
Distilling Co. The officers of the company 
now retiring are T. 8. Teuscher, Presi- 
dent; Wm. H. Lee, Treasurer, and Herman 
Steinwender, Secretary. President Teuscher 
presided at the meeting this morning. The 
proposition of Mr. Woolner, viz., to 
purchase the Central Distillery Co. 
property for 700,000, payable in 
cash and notes at four months, was laid be- 
fore the stockholders. The negotiations had 
been under way for some time, and all stock- 
holders were familiar with the details 
of the deal. A vote was taken on the 
proposition, and the sale was effected as 
stated, by aunanimous voteinthe affirma- 
tive. The officers of the company were in- 
structed to make all necessary transfers, 
etc., and the meeting then adjourned. 

From the date of the transfer of the deeds to 
Mr. Samuel Woolner the husiness of the 
Central Distilling Co. will be run under Mr. 
Woolner’s name. The transfers, it 
is stated, ‘will be made this 
afternoon. But it will be gome time before 
all the necessary formalities of the change of 
ownership are finally gone through with, as 
the new company will have to give 
a new bond with the Internal 
Revenue Department at Washington,through 
Collector Wenneker of St. Loais, to release 
the present company from its government 
bond before the United States Government 
will recognize the change of proprietorship. 
Until that is done, the business will be con- 
ducted under the old bond. 

AN ANTI-TRUST COMBINE. 

The announced object of the purchase of 
the Central Distilling Co. by Mr. Woolner is 
that of effecting an anti-trust organiza- 
tion strong enough to fight the 
great ‘‘Whisky Trust’’ whose headquarters 
are in Chicago and whose capitalization Is 
$36,000,000. Mr. Woolner stated at the meet- 
ing this morning that he had secureda con- 
trolling interest in the Nebraska Distillery of 
Nebraska City, two distilleries in Pekin, 
ll. ; the Star and Crescent, the Belleville and 
the Cass Avenue dlistilleries. This, it is 
claimed, will give him at least half 
the producing capacity of the Whis- 
ky Trust itself, and place him on a 
good fighting basis. Mr. Woolner is a 


Chicago. capitalist, who was formerly con- 
nected with the whisky trust, his father hav. 
ing at one time been an officer of that organ- 
ization. There was a disagreement of 
some —s«wvlBorrt and since then the 
Woolners have beeen fighting the 
trust. The close of the deal with the Cen- 
tral Distilling Co. of St. Louis places them in 
the ition of decidedly formidable foes of 
the Whisky Trust, and asa consequence there 
are many interested who believe that the next 
change in the situation will be the purchase 
ofthe Woolner properties by the Whisky 
Trust, and by this means the perfecting of 
the trust monopoly. This view of 
the ultimate development following the 
Central's sale is so genera! that 
one of the Central stockholders discussed it 
this morning. Mr. J. H. Rottmannof J. H. 
Rottmann & Co., whois a director of the re- 
tiring Central Board, said: 

‘*sir, Woolner assures us that his object in 
purchasing the Central Distillery Co.’s prop- 
erty, and business was to fight the Whisky 
Trust. We would not have been willing to 
geil to the Trust, because we want a compet- 
ing market in which to buy our goods. But, 
course, having sold out to Mr.

Will you kindly take notice of the following sug- 
gestion: An ounceof prevention isworth many 
pounds of cure. I respectfully suggest to the honor- 
able Board of Health of this city that it consider the 
following means of ridding our city of typhoid and 
malarial fevers and of preventing the cholera be- 
coming epidemic next spring. Disinfect the sewers 
by uistributing, say from 1, barrels of chloride 
of lime to 1.500 barreis, putting one barre! to each 
branch sewer, thereby pester tak each branch sewer 
as well as the main sewers. This would destroy the 
foul gases, which, without doubt, are the cause of 
the present scourge of fever. I think thatby this 
means our city will save millions of dollars and 
many precious lives. To cover this expense, ifthe 
Board of Health has not the means at hand, levy a 
special tax of 10 cents, which will more than cover 
the expense and will not bear heavil spe anvone.

A Probate Court Document Bears Out 
Drew’s Story. 


THE MYSTERY OF HIS REAL ESTATE 
LEFT UNSETTLED. 


He Gave Directions for Burial That Were 
Carried Out—-Among His Personalty 
Was a Note for $3,800 From Thomas 
Benton, Which He Willed to the Sena- 
tor’s Daughter. 


The records of the Probate Court bear out 
the statement which John Drew of 2326 Olive 
street made at the Four Courts yesterday as 
to the identity of the remains which 
were found some days ago in a 
metal coffin by workmen who were 
digging a sewer near Hickory street and 
California avenue, and which were buried 
yesterday in Potter’s Field. Drew’s infor- 
mation was to the effect that everything 
pointed to the fact that the remains were 
those of Warren B. Pilcher, a wealthy 
fur trader, who died suddenly at 
a banquet in 1842, which was 
attended by Thomas H. Benton and other 
prominent.men ofthat time. According to 
Drew’s statement, great mystery  sur- 
rounded the mannerin which Pilcher’s es- 
tate was manipulated after his death. Pil- 
cher wasa bachelor past middle life, but 
had relatives. Helefta will, Drew stated, 
Cisposing of a portion of his estate, but mak- 
ing no mention ofthe bulk, which included 
large real estate holdings and a number of 
Slaves. Strangers took possession of these, 
it is stated, and the relatives realized very 
little, 

PROBATE COURT RECORD. 
There is on Record in the Probate Court the 


With the exception of the difference in the 
first name the papers in the case 
bear out all of Drew’s statements as 
far as the records are concerned. The 
will only refers to two notes due him. One of 
the notes the will recites is for $7,508.88 and 
was owing to Pilcher by Edward Brooks, a 
druggist, who is ‘made executor of 
the will. The other note was 
for $3,800and was due Pilcher by Thomas 
H. Benton. This latter note is willed to Ben- 
ton’s youngest daughter, Susan. The pro- 
ceeds of the first note are given to relatives. 
There is also among the papers a let- 
ter of directions to the executor of 
the wiil as to his burial which 
almost clearly proves that the remains found 
by the sewer diggers are those of Joshua 
Pilcher. Pilcher’s instructions read that his 
body shall be burled in lot tenof 8t. Luke’s 
Square Episcopal Cemetery, in a zinc 
which shall be placed in a mahogany casket. 
That would locate the burial placein the 
old Episcapal Cemetery belonging to Christ 
Church, which was located where the coffin 
was found. In thewill Pilcher speaks of a 
tour of the South which he proposes taking 
for his health and orders that Col. Benton be 
notified if he die on the tour.

A WARNING FROM FRANCE. 


The present crisis in French politics 
whichis shaking the foundation of the 
Republic is worth the attention of the 
American people. It is a warning. 

The trouble was caused by the connec- 
tion of the Government with the Panama 
Canal enterprise, out of which grew a 
tremendous’ scandal involving num- 
bers of Ministers and Deputies. The 
Government’s connection with the 
scheme led the promoters of it into 
wholesale bribery for the purpose of ac- 
complishing theirends. Thus the money 
which should have been applied to the 
legitimate work of construction and man- 
agement was diverted to the corrupt ob- 
ject of influencing officials to wink at and 
aid in a monstrous swindle of unsuspect- 
ing shareholders. 

The outcome of this Panama Canal pro- 
ject reveals the possibilities of all govern- 
mental partnerships in private enterprises. 
When the Government departs in the 
slightest degree from its legitimate func- 
tions to aid, promote or control private in- 
terests or money making schemes the mo- 
tive is supplied and the gate is opened to 
the use of money for the influencing 
of -governmental action. It naturally 
follows that when money canbe made or 
lost through acts of government that 
money will be freely used in attempts to 
shape those acts, to corruptthe judicial, 
legislative and executive branches of gov- 
ernment and even to corrupt the founda- 
tion of all good government—the elector- 
ate. The inevitable resultisthe shatter- 
ing of faith in free government and the en- 
dangering of Republican institutions. 

We Americans have had some bitter ex- 
periences in the corrupting influences of 
greed in politics and of governmental pro- 


motion of private interests, We have just.

Wasting City Money. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

It is said that those whom the gods would 
destroy they first make mad. The members 
of our Municipal Assembly must certainly 
court political destruction at the hands of an 


overburdened and outraged community. 
Their mad career of reckless extravagance 
certainly invites and should receive the se- 
verest public condemnation. At every ses- 
sion of that body their principal attention Is 
directed to multiplying cffices and increasing 
salaries. Among the latest invited to feast 
at the public crib, the Superintendent of 
Electric Lighting gets an increase of five or 
six light inspectors. This is a Guly that 
could be performed best oy the po- 
lice force, whose efficiency is, in 
great part dependent on the kind of ‘light 
furnished. If the proper light is not fur- 
nished, the policeman is the person to re- 
port the failure. Thereis no sane person in 
St. Louis who believes that a single night’s 
sleep is lost by any of those so-called light- 
inspectors in the effort to discover whether 
the lights are burned four or eight hours, 
The whole thing is a shameless fraud on the 
people. 

This extravagance its wanton, for it is 
known to the Municipal Assembly through 
the report of the Comptroller, and from in- 
formation easily obtained from other re- 
ports, that the various city institutions are 
overcrowded; thatthe House of Refuge, the 
hospitals, etc., arein urgent need of more 
room; that there must be new buildings 
erected at once, together with additions, ex- 
tensions, anda large and expensive amount 
ofrepairs done as soon as possible; that 
there is great need of additional bridges over 
the rallroads between Twelfth street 
and Grand avenue; that there is a bridge 
at Twenty-first street partly com. 
pleted on which no work has been done for 
nearly a year past, perbaps for want of an 
appropriation. There are many other neces- 
sary public improvements awaiting their 
turn when there is any money available. 
These things strike the average citizen and 
taxpayer asthe objects on which the money 
collected from the people should be spent. 

The PostT-DIsPpaTcCH could do this commun-

St. Louts in the General Assembly. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

As the State Legislature will probably con- 
vene early in January, it may not De im- 
proper at this time to call public attention to 
some legislative matters affecting the inter- 


ests of the State at large in general and those 
of the city of St. Loults in particular. 

First, in regard to the question of an ap- 
propriation by the State Legislature for the 
St. Louis Insane Asylum. 

I predict now that unless this question Is 
very skilfully and intelligently handled the 
appropriation made by the last General As- 
sembly will be very materially reduced and 
possibly no appropriation at all made for this 
institution for the next two years. 

The appropriation made in 1889 was $70,000 
for the years 1889 and 1890, $35,000a year. The 
appropriation made in 1891 was $85,000 for the 
years 1891 and 1892, $42,500. 

The Chairman ofthe Committee on Appro- 
priations of the House (where appropriation 
bills originate), a gentleman from Kansas 
City, was at lirst opposed tothe claims of St. 
Louls inthis direction in the last General 
Assembly. 

The St. Louis Asylumis nota State asylum, 

The same gentlemen was, however, an ar- 
dent advocate of an appropriation being 
made for the State Militia. 

This measure needed votes from tne mem- 
bers of the House from the City of St. Louisto 
pass. The members from St. Louis were in 
tavor of the militia appropriation, but also 
wanted justice done to St. Louis. Sufficeitto 
say here that both measures passed, but 
the St. Louis Insane Asylum appropriation 
required some hard work and had many dif- 
ficulties and prejudices to contend against. 

Isee some of thesame looming up inthe 
distance in the next Legislature. One of the 
most violent opponents of the measure was 
one of the members of the House who had 
been an unsuccessful aspirant to the 
Speaker's chair. 

This same member is again a candidate for 
Speaker. Should he succeed the influence 
the position will give him will undoubtedly 
be used against a proper appropriation being 
made for the St. Louls Insane Asylum, If the 
State makes noappropriation ora smaller 
onethe burdenof maintaining the institu- 
tionand providing for its expenses will fall 
entirely, or almost entirely, as the case may 
be, upon the city, a large part of which it 
has to bear even now while receiving $42,500 
yearly from the State, which amount only 
pays its expenses to that extent, thecity 
paying the much larger balance. 

Secondly, unless the State Militia appro- 
priation is most carefully managed there will 
be none made. 

The last Assembly was the first to make 
any appropriation for this purpose, and then 
the pitiful sum of $30,000 for two years, and 
that only after the hardest kind of work by 
the advocates af this appropriation, and 
then by a vote of one to spare. 

Other States appropriate annually ae 
dreds of thousands of dollars for this ptr- 
pose. 

I trust the next General Assembly will not 
overlook the fact that Missouri is the fifth 
State in the Union, a progressive Democratic 
State, St. Louis city is a part of the State, in- 
side the State, not outside of it, and contain- 
ing one-sixth of the population of the State, 
paying much more than her proportion, ac- 
cording to population, of the taxes of the 
State, is entitied to consideration at the 
hands of the General Assembly like all other 
parts of the State.

THE FIGHT BEGUN. 


Opponents to the Hatch Bill Already 
at Work. 


CONFIDENT OF VICTORY ON THE FIRST 
TEST VOTE. 


Action of the Senate May Delay a Final 
Disposition cf the Measure—Forth- 
coming Reports From Various 
Branches of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment-—National Capital Notes, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 1.—The enemies 
ofthe Washburn-Hatch anti-option bill are 
in the city and have begun their fight in 
advance of the arrival of Senator Wash- 
burn and Congressman Hatch, If the rumors 
in circulation in Washington are true they 
have gained some advantage by being on 
the ground early and will continue their 
fight very energetically until the anti-option 
bill is either passed or defeated. To-day they 
are making strong claims that even could a 
vote be secured on the anti-option bill that 
it would be defeated in the Senate. They 
Dase their assertion upon the fact 
that the constituents of many ofthe South- 
ern Senators who heretofore favored the bill, 
have changed their minds, owing to the rise 
in the price of cotton recently, and that they 
have no interest whatever in the passage of 
legislation ofthis kind. It seems almost cer- 
tain that there is a great deal of 
truth in the assertion that many 
of the Southern Senators who would 
have voted for the Washburn bill 
atthe last session may now vote against it. 
Without the support of the Southern contin- 
gent, Senator Washburn will be fighting a 
hopeless battle. It will be impossible for 
him to get the anti-option bill through in the 
event thatthesupport he depended upon from 
this section has slippedaway fromhim. The 
supposition is now generalthat in the event 
that President Harrison’s message is not sub- 
mitted to Congress next Monday at the 
opening hour, the anti-option bill will be 
taken up and debate postponed 
at the last session continued, 
There is a bare possibility 
that the Senate may decide, however, not to 
doany business whatever until the Presi. 
dGent’s message has been submitted. This 
will probably be the case,:owing to the fact 
that President Harrison bas indicated that he 
would probably have his message ready to go 
to Congress on Tuesday. If this should 
prove to be true, the anti-option bill will not 
get the right of way unt!l Wednesday. From 
that time on this measure will be the con- 
spicuous feature of the opening days of the 
last session of the Fifty-second Congress. 
Just how long it will drag its weary length is 
of course unknown at the present time. 

RATHBONE’S REPORT. . 

The annual report of Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster-General Rathbone shows that 
the number of establishments of new post- 
offices during the past year’ was 
4,106, a greater number than durin 
any previous year with the exception o 
1090, when it was 4,427. The net increase or 
post-offices over the year ended June 30, 1891, 
was 2,790, and the year closed with 67,llyas 
the whole number of post-offices in the 
United States. Of the number referred to 
above over one-fourth was made inthe six 
States of Arkansas, Texas, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Georgia and North Carolina, the num- 
ber in these Stutes aggregating 1.118, where 
it was 220. Texas was hext with 211, and 


. Pennsylvania followed with 21 establish- 


ments. Attheclose ofthe fiscal year there 
were thirteen States ineacn of which there 
were more than 2,000 post-offices tn operation. 
Of these fiye are Northern and eight Southern 
States. The Northern States are New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Ilinols and Indiana, 
with an a«gregate of 16,28 offices. The 
eight Southern States are Alabama, Georgia,

As to star 
service contracts, Mr. Bell says, that while 
recognizing the evils of the methods now in 
force, itis his opinion that the best way to 
acquire good service is to rigidly enforce ex- 
isting regulations, which permit the 
letting of contracts to professionals 
who sublet them to the actual 
carriers. The amount estimated as 
necessary for the mail messenger service 
during the year beginning July 1, 1893, Is 
$1,275,000, which Is 6.25 per cent more than the 
ecoares appropriation for that service. Mr. 
ell is gratified with the co-operation be- 
tween railway mall service and the carriers; 
opposes further appropriations for so called 
**special facilities,’’ and renews his past 
recommendations regarding provision for 
those dependent on clerks who meet death at 

their posts of duty. 
DEAD LETTER OFFICE. 

The annual report of D. P. 
Superintendent of the Dead Letter Bureau 
Post-office Department, shows that there 
were 5,520,788 domestic mailable letters re- 
received, a decrease of 71.775 letters 
as compared with the previous year. 
There were 556,743 domestic unmalilable 
letters received of which 994 contained 
unmallable articles, 95,449 were held for 
postage, 449,914 were misdirected. 82,612 were 
wholly without address and 2,677 were ofa 
miscellaneous character. 

The annual report of Chief Post-office In- 
spector Wheeler shows that the total num- 
ber of arrests made for all kinds of offenses 
during the year was 1,384. Of this number 
only 231 were postal empioyes. Of the cases 
tried 373 resulted in conviction, while only 61 
resulted in acquittal. The number of 
burglars of post-offices arrested was 393, 
as against 178 last year; 1,108 post-offices 
were reported to have been entered during 
the year. There were only 6,029 complaints 
of all kinds received duringthe year, which 
is 877 less than last year. 

CAPITAL NOTES. 

Itis learned atthe Department of Justice 
that this year there will bea smaller de- 
ficiency than usualin the appropriates for 
fees of United States marshals, Jurors and 
that there willl be no 
necessity for asking Congress for an 
‘‘urgent deficiency appropriation.’’ No 
provision whatever has been made forthe 
pay of criers of United States Courts for the 
current fiscal year, and these officers have so 
far served without compensation. The At- 
torney-General will present their case to 
Congress in his annual report, and will rec- 
ommend a special appropriation for their 
benefit. 

The extent of the exodus from Canada to 
the United States is shown by figures derived 
from the Census Office.

BORDEN MURDER CASE. 


The Insanity Theory Denounced by L‘z- 
zie’sFriends. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Dec. 1.—John V. Morse 
was seen in reference tothe alleged insanity 
of Lizzie Borden. The Government might be 
acting onthe idea that she was insane, but 
the defendant’s uncle was positive that she 
was not insane. He had known her from 


childhood, and never had she shown the 
slightest sign of insanity. Moreover there 
had not been any insanity in any branch of 
her family. Andrew Jennings, counsel for 
Miss Borden, is quoted as saying that he put 
no faith in the insanity theory; that the de- 
fense did not propose to build up on that 
idea, and that Miss Borden’s friends, as far 
as he knew, had absolute faithin her sanity 
as well as in her innocence of the murder. 

The Grand-jury resumed its session this 
morning and began the examination of more 
witnesses in the Borden case. Detective 
McHenry and wife, who were mixed up with 
the sensational publication a few weeks ago, 
are in the Court-house among the witnesses 
to testify. 

The Grand-jury called forthe blood spat- 
tered pillow shams and linen taken from the 
room where Mrs. Borden was slain, and 
these, with the skulls of the two victims, 
were once more submitted to inspection in 
the jury-room. Itisinferred that a resume 
of all the evidence is on the docket this fore- 
noon.

that there isa popular prejudice ‘among the 
people against extra sessions. An extra ses- 
sion is regarded by some as a disturbing ele- 
ment, and certainly the business should be 
very important to bring Congress together in 
special session. It is also claimed that the 
President will be very busy after the 4th of 
March with important appointments and he 
will not want tobe bothered with Congress 
at that time. 

‘*Itis unfortunate, it seems to me, that 
sucha long time intervenes between the elec- 
tion ofa Congress and its regular meeting 
afterwards. It is fully thirteen months in the 
regular order of things before a Congress- 
man elected in November takes his seat. If 
the control of the House should depend on 
one or two seats the death of two or three 
members might change the control from the 
majority to the minority party, thus re- 
versing the will of the people. 

‘*Here is another illustration of the anom- 
alous situation our present system places us 
in. In1890 the people repudiated the Reed 
Congressand elected a Democratic majority 
of more than twotoone. In the meantime 
the House, at the first session of the Reed 
Congress, had passed an objectionable 
Federal Elections bill—known as the Force 
bill—and sent it tothe Senate. So when the 
second session met in December, 1890, the 
Senate could have passed this obnoxious 
measure notwithstanding the fact that it had 
been overwhelmingly repudiated by the peo- 
ple. Ithink it is wrong to permit an old 
Congress to meet and enact legislation after 
a new Congress has been elected which may 
be antagonistic to the old Congress. There 
should be some quicker way of recording the 
will of the peOpie. Iam in favor ofa consti- 
tutional amendment changing the time for 
the meeting of Congress and providing that 
the new Congress shall take its seat within a 
few months after its election. 

**The people have unquestionably voted in 
favor ofa repealof the McKinley tariff law. 
Yet, without a special session, it will be 
practically impossible for us to frame a new 
tariff bill before August, 1894, nearly two 
years after the people have voted for a 
change, and within a few weeks ofa new 
election. In the regular order of things no 
tariff bill can be passed before Sept. 1, 1894. 

**Business interests can adjust themselves 
to a 50, 400rl10 per cent cut in the tariff, 
but they cannot adjust themselves to all 
three. The business men of the country 
would like to bave the new tariff settled as 
speedil y as possible,so that they can arrange 
their business accordingly. They would pre- 
fer any thing to the prevailing uncertainty.

A SUMMONS FOR CHAFFEE. 


Emma Smith’s Mother Says It Has Been 
Issued. 


According to the statement made by Mrs. 
Smith, the widowed mother of the young 
lady who was chased from the churchat 
Eleventh and Locust streets, last Sunday by 
Charles Chaffee, a foolish lover, and who 
applied fora warrant at the Four Courts on 
Monday, that interesting story has now been 
transferred to the Second District Police 


Court. A warrant for Chaffee’s arrest was 
refused at the Four Courts because Miss 
Emma Smith could or would not swear that 
Chaffee, in his love-lorn desperation, had 
made any threats against her life or welfare.

Smith, her mother, states that 
this has been done. 

**My daughter tells me,’’ she said, ‘‘that 
herself and the young lady who was with her 
went direct to the Second District Police 
Court, after leaving the Four Courts, and 
that the summons was issued for Chaffee. 
He has not been arrested, however, and we 
have not seen or heard any- 
thing of him since the PostT- 
DISPATCH On Tuesday last published the 
story of his persecution of my daughter. 
may be that he left town after that. I sin- 
cerely hope he did, and that we will hear 
nothing more of him. His ridiculous infatu- 
ation for my daughter caused both 
myselfa great deal of bother, as Chaffee was 
always hanging about trying to see her, and 
talking to me when he couldn’t talk to her. 
He was a very foolish man, anc it seemed im- 
possible fof Emma to get rid of his attentions 
without calling on the law to aid her.’’

Housekeepers whose shopping brings them 
in the vicinity of Beaumont street and Frank- 
lin avenue are greatly wroughtup over the 
bold deeds of a gang of highwaymen that 
have been operating very successfully at that 
point oflate.

St. JosEPH, Mo., Dec. 1.—The sensation 
caused by the arrest of a half dozen proml- 
nent people who had been indicted by the 
Grand-jury onthe charge of renting houses 


to be used as dives and bawdy houses was in- 
creased when it was learned that had it not 
been for a. mistake of the Grand-jury as to the 
ownership of certain property the judge to 
whom the indictments were returned might 
also have been indicted, The jud@# is Silas 
Woodson, ex-Governor of Missouri. His 
nephew, Stephen Woodson, President of the 
Saxton National Bank, was indicted on the 
suppositton that he owned property on the 
corner of Fourth and Francis streets, anda 
portion of which, it is alleged, is occupied by 
street-walkers. An investigation of the 
county records showed that the age was 
owned by Judge Woodson. is nephew, 
Stephen Woodson, admitted the fact, but de- 
clared that he was the agent for it and that 
his uncle knew nothing about the people who 
occupied it. Had the Grand-jury been — 
nizant of the fact when making the investi- 
gation it would undoubtedly have indicted 
the Judge, who had just charged it as to its 
duty. It is now believed that the Grand-jury 
was spurred on to make these investigations 
by the charge of Judge Woodson, who par- 
ticularly impressed on the members the ne- 
cessity of looking after gamblers and bawdy 
house keepers. All those indicted have been 
placed under bonds.

Mayor and Aldermen of a Missouri Oity 
May Go to Jail 


KANSAS CiTy, Mo., Dec. 1.—Next Monday 
will be an eventful day for Mayor Green and 
the Board of Aldermen of Lathrop, the Mis- 
souricity made famous by the anti-saloon 
crusade a short time ago. 

Judge Phillips of the Federal Court will 
render next Monday a decision which will 
determine whether Mayor Green and the 


Aldermen will goto jail for contempt. He 
has taken under advisement until that time 
the motion to quash the indictment for con- 
tempt in the case of Clement vs, the ciry of 
Lathrop. 

The history of the case is novel, and quite 
similar to that of the Cassand St. Clair tond 
troubles. In the petition filed the defend- 
ants,,Mayor J. R. Green and Aldermen H. M. 
Freeman, William McK. Loweand M. A. Goff, 
allege that the original peremptory writ of 
madamus was served on them after they Lad 
resigned their positions. The writ was is- 
sued March 28, 1889, and the defendants say 
that they appeared before the court during 
the March term, 16899, in obedience to the 
summons. They were discharged, it being 
proved that they were not officers of the city. 
The defendants further claim that they were 
not given noticethat the writ of attachment 
would be sworn out against them, or they 
would have shown why it should be issued. 
The writ was issued June 6, 1892. 

The city has settled all its bonded obliga- 
tions excepting the bonds held by Clement, 
and the defendants claimthat several at- 
tempts have been madeto settle this claim 
on the same basis that the others have been 
adjusted. Olement refuses to accept any- 
thing less than whatis ‘‘nominated in the 
bonada.’’ The amount originally due Clement 
is $7,063.16, with interest at 10 percent on 
$4,123.68 and interest at 7 per cent on $3,479.28, 
from thetime the bonds were issued. The 
city also owes Clement $256.45 in costs.

Loss of the Crew of the Whaling 
Barque Helen Mar. 


‘Details of the Disaster. in Which Thirty 
Sailors Perished. 


FIVE OF THE MEN FLOAT FOR DAYS ON 
A CAKE OF ICE. 


Boisterous Weather During September in 

' Behring Sea—Luck of the Whale Fish- 
ing Fleet—Mail Service Between Sitka 
and Ounaleaska—Hard Road to Matri- 
mony—An Interesting Review of Events 
From Far Off Alaska. 


OUNALASKA, Nov. 10.—The revenue cutter 
Corwin leaves here to-day for San Francisco 
Girect, carrying latest mall advices from this 
partofthe country. She bad already left 
for winter quarters, as she supposed, having 
in tow the captured English sealer Henri- 
etta, to be delivered to the United States offl- 
cerat Sitka for infractions of the United 
States revenys laws. Upon her arrival there 
her surprise and disappointment was great 
to find instructions to returnto Behring Sea 
in search of some important information 
needed by the department in Wash- 
ington. The Corwin is a small 
vessel, entirely unfitted to cope with 
the storms and heavy seas which prevail al- 
most incessantly in this region during 
October, November and December. She had 
parted with her surplus provisions fur the 
benefit of the ships compelled to remain in 
the sea, and her outfit of clothing 
for her men was short andhad to be 
replenished by drawing upon the Adams’ 
paymaster. The Yorktown got away prompt- 
ly on Oct. 1, the Rush andthe Ranger follow- 
ing on the 24, while the Adams, left to main- 
tain the surveillance of the sea and the 
islands was here, too, and had 
been for a week exposed to 
heavy gealesfrom the four cardinal points of 
the compass. The Bear was in port when 
the vessels left, but went for a month’s cruise 
about the islands on the 6th. The Adams 
camein the same day after speaking the 
Bear at sea with a limited supply of coal and 
her rudder-head injured during the heavy 
weather she had gone through, which had 
also racked and strained her considerably, 
Owing to the heavy, uneven seas encountered 
and pecullar to this water, 

a subsequent’ trip 
after repairing the rud- 
coaling and putting up some 
bulkheads to the forecastie for the preserva- 
tion of the health and comfort of the crew, 
the Adams foundthe Bear at the southeast 
anchorage, St. Paul's Isiands. Fierce gales 
had prevailed almost continuously, and the 
Bear had carried away the fluke of one anchor 
‘and lost another entirely, leaving her with 
one good anchor anda puny one. No sealers 
had been seen, either from the islands or the 
two Government vessels, and the opinion 
wasand is now that there are no sealing 
schoonersin the sea nor any designing to 
come in. Several homeward-bound whaling 
vyessele had been sighted by the ltookouts on 
St. Paul Island, and while the Bear and 
Adams were in company off the settlement, 
the steam whaling bark Osca of San Fran- 
cleco came in and communicated. 
LOSS OF THE HELEN MAR, 

From her master, Oapt. A. H, McGregor, 
were learned the first particulars of the loss 
of the whaling bark Helen Mar, of San Fran.- 
cisco in the ice onjNov. 6, in latitude 71 deg. 
‘north, longtitude 171 deg. west. Thirty- 
five of her officers and crew went 
downinher. Five of the crew escaped to a 
cake of ice, where they sufferea 
great hardships from the water washing 
over it and wetting them thoroughly, the 
themometer down to zero and being threat- 


ened by polar bears, which they succeeded 
in driving away with biubber hooks, They

No two good 
days followed each other directly and one 
clear day revealing the summit of Macushin 
Volcano, twenty miles away, is sureto bea 
weather breeder. The gales were from 
one point of the compass to 
the one directly opposite and go back again 
as readily. Barometers, thermometers and 
fying scud are only general indications and 
little consolation can be gained from their 
predictions. A backing blow is as apt to 
precede good weather as one that follows 
the rule and ‘*goes around with the sun.’’ 
The oldest foreign resident will give halfa 
dozen opinions upon the weather 
in as many minutes and conclude 
by ‘‘Il don’t really know.’’ It is called fine 
weather up here when it doesn’t rain or 
snow, no matter how hard the wind blows. 
The sea Guring a heavy blow is always toppy 
irregular, as it hardly as 
to get into shape when 
wind shifts and upsets it 
and as during the winter month itis never 
still, a vessel always encounters it coming 
from two to four directions at the same time. 
The Bear has experienced being hove to ina 
northwest gale with a southwest swell pass- 
ing her. Such vessels as the fohi- 
can and Adams are unfit for winter work 
in the seas, as from lack of sufficient power 
they can neither steam up to the sea nor run 
away, — are forced to lie and wallow, 
straining themselves as well as the patience 
and endurance of allon board. Vessels like 
the Yorktown, with little top hamper, fine 
lines and great power, can steam slowly head 
to sea and make excellent weather. 

The littieeteamer Elsie which is chartered 
by the North American Commercial Co. to 
carry out its contract for a monthly mail 
service between Sitka and Ounlaska and way 
ports, between April and October, falled to 
put in an appearance on Oct! 
15 nor thereafter until the most sanguine bad 
given her up, and various were the surmises 
as tothe cause of her non-arrival;the most 
pessimistic, of course, declaring she had 
gone to the bottom in someof the flerce 
gales we hed been expertencing or 
lefther bones on the rocky shores of the 
Alaskan peninsula. On the 5th day of this 
month she confounded the croakers and 
joyfully disappointed all prognosticators jby 
Steaming proudly into port. The Elsie ts 
a steam schooner of 66 tons burden, feet 
long and 20 ft. beam with 8ft. aepthof hold 
and is commanded by Capt. Thomas, Un her 
ee trip east, having left her on tie 
sth, she broke her crank-shaft about 100 
miles east of Prince William’s Sound. She 
was put back and managed toreach a small 
port at the entrance to the sound, wittre 
she was anchored. <A small. boat wW®s 
borrowed with which Capt. Thomas 
and some of his men made their wayto Fish 
Canning Station further up the Sound, where 
they chartered a small steamer and pro- 
ceeded to Slika withthe mails. Therea band 
was made for the broken shaft and obtaining 
the matis westward bound and 
some supplies, they returned to 
the Elsie, regained the shaft and started 
back for Ounalaska, going alongside the 
dock in a way port in Mega Island, one of the 
Semildi group, the band madein Sitka car- 
ried away andthey were detained four days 
while another one was forged atthe works 
of the Mega Gold Mining Co. Two days after 
leaving port shearrived here, followed by a 
strong Northeasc gale, having crept through 
Minnak Pass in the night. As she came 
came bravely into port with colors fiying and 
nose well up she seemed to demand, ‘‘Who 
said 1 was knocked out?’’ 

She and her plucky commander received 
the ovation that was clearly theirdue. She 
cleared for Sitka again on the 9th and will 
probably be seen no more inthese waters as 
the company intends putting on a larger 
steamernext year for passengers as well as 
mails. Had the Elsie not succeededin mak- 
ing this trip Ounalaska and the Seal Islands 
would have been buried in ignorance of all 
happenings in the outside world, from the 
time of the sullivan-Corbett fight until the 
Ides of May, 1893. There being no regular 
service between this place andthe settlement 
on the Seal Islands the majl brought up on 
the 6th will be carried tothem by the Adams 
or the Bear on their next trip. 

HARD ROAD TO MATRIMONY. 

In addition to other perhaps important 
matters that would have been affected if the 
kisie had not reaciied here, two hearts that 
beat as one would have had to wait until her 
spring trip before they could be joined in 
holy wedlock. A young Creole of Russian 
birth desired to espouse a dusky damsel from 
the Island of St. Paul, but it was ilis- 
covered after their vows had been 
pliighted that the church had some 
objection—not on account or tiles of consan- 
guinity, butof somechurch relationship of 
the two families, which would necessitate a 
dispensation from the Bishopof Sitka. This 
document was on the Elsie, and as ny after 
day passedand the eagerly scanned horizon 
showed no signs of the little craft, the spirits 
of the devoted pair were dampened and the 
course of true love wasindeed rugged and 
disheartening. They resigned themselves to 
wait until spring, and the bridegroom took 
his departure for his duties at Biscar, on an- 
other side of the island. When the steamer 
came into view several miles out to seaward, 
there was joy in the house of Resief as well 
as in that of Shisnakoff, butalas it was short 
lived.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.—The so-called glass 
snake is a lizard, destitute of legs, which, to 
any one butan exporienced naturalist, would 
appear to beatrue snake.

phia; the American Philosophical Society, 
etc., isthe authority for the remarks con- 
cerning the glass snake. He says that this 
animal’s long tail is exceedingly brittle and 
is frequently removed either of malice afore- 
thought by an enemy or accidentally in pass- 
ing over a stone or some other obDstacie. He 
denies absolutely that the glass snake has 
the power ofresuming his tail once severed. 
But like most lizards, he says, this one hasa 
remarkable power of reproducing lost ex- 
tremities. In short, he can grow another 
tail. But the new one will be shorter and 
less Ornamental than the original and will 
take along time to grow.’ In proof of this 
Mf. Brown cites the case of a teguexin,a 
South American lizard nearly related to the 
giass snake, which came to the Philadelphia 
Garden withoutatail. He set about growing 
anew one immediately on his arrival at the 
Garden, and at the time of his death, which 
occurred, tothe sorrow of every one, about 
two years after his coming, it was not quite 
complete. Mr. Brown thinks, but is not quite 
sure, that the glass snake would take as much 
time as the teguexin.,

the glass snake also rejoices in the hoop 
snake, an animal whose habits are almost as 
surprising as those of his compatriot. 

The hoopsnake, it is alleged, puts his tatl 
in his mouth and bowls over the ground in 
the form ofa hoop when he destres to pro- 
ceed rapidly in any direction.

Her owner has not 
given her to the menagerie, but will no doubt 
leave her there for ailoug time. She has a 
cage to hersélf and is as well accommodated 
as is possible within the narrow limits ofthe 
present monkey-house. She eats many 
pounds of vegetable food dally, and has a 
promising appetite. 

Death has been thinning the remarkably 
fine exhibit of boa constrictors in the Central 
Park menagerie. No less*than three have 
passed away lately. On Sunday last a vaiua- 
ble reptile, fifteen feet long, died. In every 
case the cause of death was an ulceration of 
the mouth, This disease resembled diphthe- 
ria. It causes the throat to swell and suffo- 
cates the anima}. Itis not known how it Is 
brought on or how it can be prevented. The 
big boa that died on Sunday last had eatena

rabbit two days before his death. The 
disease must therefore have been developed 
within that time, forthose reptiles are not 
accustomed to eat whenthey are at all in- 
disposed, This one showed no outward signs 
of sickness, but when his corpse was exam- 
ined his mouth was found to be full of ulcers. 
His remains have been sent to the Museum of 
Natural History. 

Director Smith is very anxious to prevent 
the remaining boas from sharing a like fate, 
but does not see how this disease Is to be pre- 
vented. There are, however, naturalists who 
have treated boa constrictors for this disease 
of the mouth, and they have written an ac- 
count of the necessary treatment. The 
snake’s mouth must be opened and bathed 
with a solution of alum or some other healing 
substance. it would, of course, be difficult to 
getany one ofthe menagerie to give this de- 
sirable treatment toa large boa constrictor. 
The veterinary surgeon who !is summoned in 
ordinary emergencies would certainly shrink 
from thetask. In orderto guardthe snakes 
against the disease it would be necessary to 
open their mouths at frequently and regular 
intervals and ascertain if they were affected.

The catfish business, I confess, surprised 
measto its magnitude andthe uneducated 
taste of the West with referenceto fish. One 
of these firms told me that good fish—redfish, 


sheeps head, etc.—were in no request, and 
sell away below catfish. Some pompano 
were sent, but the consignee wrote tothe 
shipper, telling him his hogfish were not 
wanted and wouldn’t sell, and he could not 
dispose of them. While catfish are bought 
at $6 per 100 pounds, the choice fish are paid 
less for, and the businessin theseis insig- 
nificant. But catfish are sent away out to 
Puebio, Colo.; to Kansas City, Mo.; Leaven- 
worth, Kan., and Topeka, Kan, They are 
skinned, disembowled, heats cut off, and are 
pack in boxes of 100 pounds each, with 
a cake of ice. The varieties they catch and 
ship are the mud, biue and fresh-water cats. 
ze in size from one to twenty-five 
ich. The ge gg catch only in 
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water during the fishing season—say six 
months—and cut wood inthesummer. The 
fish are cong in Bayou Chene, Boutte, 
Bayou Sorrell, Bloody Bayou, Grand Lake 
and Lake Chicot. It is said that the Red 
River water potsons the catfish and forces 
them up stream. 


HIDDEN TREASURE. 


Appearances Indicate That a Pomona 
Man Has Unearthed a Hoard. 
From the Pomona Progress. 

Some time during the night on Friday, 
Sept. 9, a mysterious and extensive excava- 
tion was made in the Pomona Cemetery, 
That there haspeen a crock, a kettle, a Jar or 
a Spanish olla, or some large, round vessel 
removed from the excavation, and that the 
pot was peculiarly marked by amost un- 


usually shaped limb of a tree, 1s not doubted 
by any one who has visited the scene of the 
digging. The air of mystery that has sur- 
rounded the strange proceeding and the deep 
hole in the ground in that particular spot has 
— rather than cleared during the past 
week. 

Among the dozens of people who have ex- 
amined the excavation, followed the tracks 
toand from the place and noticed how the 
huge roots, which had evidently grown over 
some buried vessel, where cut away with an 
ax, we find no one whois not convinced that 
something very Valuable was buried in the 
earth under the tree for at least twenty 
years, and that certain men, who knew ex- 
actly where to dig, went there in a wagon at 
night, armed with axes, shovels and picks, 
to get the hidden treasure. 

The excavation its six feet deep and about 
five feet across the top. It narrows down 
fast at the bottom, where, in the hard earth, 
Messrs. Harris and Garthside saw as plain 
as day thatalarge, round vessel of some 
kind had been hastily pulled up from the 
earth.

Three Great Powers Ready to Put Armies 
in the Field Against France and Rus- 
Sia—History of the Triple Alliance— 
Incidents Which Indicate That Eng- 
land Is a Silent Partner. 


Panis Dec, 1.—All the world was informed 
of the compact entered into between France 
and Russia, called the ‘‘League of Peace,’’ 
andin which Servia, Greece, Montenegro, 
Sweden and Norway were silent partners, 
This compact was said to have been arranged 
in the fall of 1891, during the Czar’s visit to 
the Ruler of Denmark. The agreement was 
to have been ratified in January last, ac- 
cording tothe story published in the Paris 
papers, which gave the text of the ‘‘Lengue 
of Peace’’ to the country. 

Its abject was to meet the Triple Alliance 
with a combination of European powers fully 
eqgualif not superior incaseofwar. But the 
**League of Peace’’ has not been ratified,and 
to-day the relations between the govern- 
ments of Russia and France are no stronger 
than the bonds which bind together all 
European nations that fear the consoll- 
Gated strength of the Dreibund. It is the 
bond of national danger from a common 
enemy. 

The triple alliance began in 1879 as a double 
Glliance between Austriaand Germany, es- 
tablished by the iron hand of the great Bis- 
marck. Italy soon joined it, and by the 
terms of the contract it was to last for six 
years. At the conclusion of the first six 
years it was renewed fora similar time, and 
last July the Emperor of Germany announced 
that the agreement between the three na- 
tions had been prolonged for another six 
years. Of late there has been reason to 
think that England has taken sides with the 
Continental powers. Rudini sometime ago 
made the astonishing announcementin the 
Italian Senate that his country and Great 
Britain were workingin co-operation on the 
Medeterranean. For some time the jsigns 
have been unmistakable that England was, 
at the very least, a silent partner in the 
Dreibund. 

The text of the agreement was not pub- 
lished, its provisions, of course, being se- 
cretly guarded by the parties to the compact. 
But to-day the Paris Journa/, with the com- 
ment, **We publish to-day the most import- 
ant document of mcdern history—we do not 
say how we procured it,’’—prints the follow- 
ing asthe complete text of the agreement,.. 
offensive and defensive, entered i.to by Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy: 

We. William II., by the grace of God, etc., etc.; 
wo, Francis Joseph, ete., etc.; we, Humbert L, 
ete., etc.—by virtue of the rights which belong to 
us, in our respective States, have, with the object of 
safe guarding the honor, dignity and security of our 
people, entered into the following treaty: 

J. Considering the vagueness of the present politi- 
calsituation regarding certain European powers, 
which may have influence on the peace of Europe. 
we, after having taken advantage of your Ministers, 

romise end ewearon our honor, andon the holy 

estament, to renew and confirm the promises 
made and conventions already agreed on by you, for 
the further period of six years. 

2. Werenew the league of defense which would 
become offensive in case one of the States should be 
in danger. 

8. Weagreethatour ministers and representa- 
tivesin foreign Governments shall act in accord 
with one another with regara to external policy. 

4. We, William II., and we, Francis Joseph, 
agree to lend our aid and assistance tv Humbert |, in 
carrying out external ana colonial poiicies. We 
recognize his rights, and that Rome is to be con- 
sidered the Capital of italy. We, WilllamlIl., and 
we, Humbert I., promise to lend our aid and assist- 
ance to Francis Josephin carrying out his foreign 
policy, mere especially regarding the question of the 
Balixans. We, Francis Joseph, and we, Humbert l1., 
promise ouraid and assistance to William Il, in 
Garrying out his foreign policy. 

5. Each of these contracting parties agrees to ald 
the othertwo through diplomacy and by material 
assistance on land and water. 

6. We, the contracting parties, agree to keep our 
armies on a war footing during this period of cordial 
understanding. 

7(g). Incase of conflict between Germany, Rus- 
fia and Austria we agree to mobilize our armies and 
declare war against Russia, acting in harmony with 
the staff of the German army, Italy meanwhile 
mobilizing her army on the French frontier. Incase 
Prance should side with Russia, Italy will declare 
war against France, herarmy entering that coun try 
her base of operations being Savoy. 

(b). In case of conflict between Germany and 
France, Italy willactas above indicated. In such 
event Austria would mobilize herarmy on the Rus- 
sian frontier and declare war against Russia, in case 
the latter chould interfere inthe conflict and side 
with France. Insuch case Austria would act as in- 
dicated in paragraph a. 

(c) In case of conflict between Austria and Russta, 
Germany is to mobilize her army and declare against 
Russia, sending two army corps into Austria. Italy 
would mobilize her army on the French frontier, 
and act as indicatedin paragrapha, incase France 
should assist Russia. 

(d) In case of confilet between Italy and France, 
Germany would mobdilize her army and act with 
Italy, while Austria would mobilize her army on the 
Russian frontier, ready to assume the offensive in 
case Russia should side with France. 

8. We promise and swear on our honor to main- 
tain the status quo and the peace of Kurope that has 
resulted from the strict observance of the present 
treaty by us and our minister, and to safeguard the 
security ana honor of our states. 

Signed und sealed by each of the contracting 
parties. FRANCIS JOSEPH.

THE CALEDONIAN BANQUET. 


Local Ecotsmen Have Their Forty first 
Celebration of St. Andrew’s Day. 


The forty-first annual banquet of the Cale, 
Gonian Society of St. Louis took place last 
night at the new Mercantile Club, yesterday 
being St. Andrew's Day, the occasion when 
all true Scots love to do honor to their patron 
saint, The dining-hall was handsomely dec- 
orated, and the banquet was attended by 
about one hundred guests. The menu cards 


were decorated each a sprig of heather sent 
from Scotland to Secretary Duncan by Dr. 
A. M. Robertson of Glasgow. The march to 
the banguet board was led by the venerable 
Robert tt and ‘*Pipe Major’’ Alexaader 
Robertson, the latter in full Highland regi- 
mentals and playing the ‘‘Highland Lad- 
die,’’ President Dugald Crawford presided, 
and Ebenezer McNeil asked grace at the 
opening of the banquet. Toastmaster Peter 
Nicholson, when the proper moment arrived 
towards the close of the splendid spread, in- 
troduced President Crawford, who deliv- 
ered an eloquent address of welcome and of 
tribute to Scottish character and history in 
response to the toast: *‘The Dayan’ A’ Wha 
Honor It,’’ 

In explaining the aims of the Caledonian 
Society, Mr. Orawford said: 

**I believe every one inthe room knows 
what are the aims and objects of the Caledon- 
lan Society. They are Very simple and can 
be given in a very few woras: To relievethe 
wants of any of our countrymen who may re- 
quire a lift along life’s pathway. Our society 
is not a large one, neither is ita wealthy 
one, but so far ithas always been able to 
help tothe fullest extent any Scotch man or 
woman requiring its services. The past 
year’s work of thesociety bears the same 
record as the others, no deserving applicant 
has beon refused admittance, and two have 
escaped interment in potter’s field and have 
been buried in the beautiful burial lot of the 
Caledonians in Bellefontaine Cemetery. S&t. 
Andrew ’s Night, of ail nights, is the Scotch- 
man’s nightof the whole year, though, as 
far as St. Andrew himself is concerned, 
there does not seem to be muchof him tnat 
anybody knows anything about, only

RODE OFF WITH HER 
“How the Ashe Boys Recaptured ‘Thetr 
Mare Geraldine. 


TOM WILLIAMS GOT HER JHROUGE 
TRAINER KELLY’S TREACHERY. 


. 
Then the Ashe Boys Took Her From His 
Stable and Made Off—A Big Lora! Bat- 
‘tlein Prospect—The Trouble Between 
Williams and Porter Ashe—General 
Sporting News. 


Geraldine, the famous aged, but still 
speedy and active, heroine of the turtT, is 
the central figure of the latest sensation in 
the racing world. The mare that has broken 
sprinting records from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic, that carried Jimmy Tompkins half 
& mile in 42s. in the first race ever 
Tun at Morris Park, has freshened the 
feud between Tom Williams and Porter Ashe, 
the wealthy California horseman, says a 
Ohicago Exchange. Ashe had implicit conf- 
dence in Mike Kelly, who traveled and rode 
the Maltese Villa horses for years. 
For ‘*business reasons’’ Kelly held a 
bill of sale on all of Ashe’s racers, 
but the latter held a ocument 
showing that Kelly’s nominal ownership was 
merely a trust forthe benefit of himself, ex- 
cept in reference to Don Fulano, half of 
which Kelly really owned. About two weeks 
ago the owner and trainer talked over stable 
matters and Ashe, to show his confidence in 
the other, tore up the evidence of trust. 
Kelly, finding that he had a. free hand, at 
once went to Ashe’s enemy, Tom Williams, 
and struck a bargain, the issue being that 
Geraldine, Don Fulano and four year- 
lings were turned over to the iatter. 

Ashe’s brothers posted off 
for satisfaction and was 
shown Porter’s transfer of the horses 
to Kelly and that from Kelly to Williams. 
The Ashes then determined upon a desper- 
ate move to get back at least the great 
mare, and last Sunday the four brothers 
recaptured herat the Bay District course. 
ae but firmly she was saddled and rid- 
en off by Sidney Ashe, assisted by Gaston 
and Porter, while Will guarded his brothers 
with a big revolver. Geraldine is now at 
Maltese Vilia. A big legzalfightis certain to 
follow and friends of the principals fear that 
bloodshed may result. 

Porter Ashe’s legal advice was that he 
would be ‘justified in Kidpapping Geraldine, 
although Williams held nominal possession 
and bad raced her once. Under his contract 
for $1,500 a year Kelly was still in the 
pay of Ashe, and so was Duffy, the 
mare’s stable boy. 80, legally, there was a 

uestion whether possession had passed to 

liliams, entirely apart trom the question of 
whether Kelly, who held the horses in trust, 
had any right to sellithem. Williams was 
determined to humiliate Ashe in every way, 
and once said that he would not take $50,000 
for the mare if Ashe offeredit. Again he 
threatened to put her in a selling race and let 
her be knocked downto any bidder. On the 
other hand, Ashe was determined to take the 
mare by force and then to defend his title in 
the courts, thus putting Williams on the hard 
side of the legal battle. 

Origin of the trouble between Tom Will- 
jams and Porter Ashe dates back toa horse 
race at Bay District track in the fal) of 1889. 
Geraidine started in a six-furlong dash 
against Haggin’s Emotion, White Cloud and 
others. Ashethought his mare could win 
but Haggin’s trainer, who was friendly, told 
him Emotion would win easily. He was 
positive in his assertions,and influenced Ashe 
notto play hisown mare. The latter decided 
to play $2,500 on Emotion. Williams also 
backed Emotion on tbe information imparted 
to him by Haggin’s trainer. He bet $1,000. 
To besure that he had not made a mistake 
he asked Mike Kelly if Emotion could beat 
Geraidine. Kelly answered: ‘‘She will never 
ct me irom startto finish.’’ This, ac- 
cording to the story, led Willlamsto back 
Geraldine for a few thousands. White Cloud, 
an outsider with 40 to lagainst his chances, 

Ota few lengths the bestof the start, and 

motion was left standing at the post. Ger- 
alidine got off third, and Winston, who 
was on Emotion, chased after 
them notwithstanding the bad i  send- 
off. into the stretch White Cloud still leda 
few lengths, with Geraldine second and 
Emotion third, coming fast on the rail. Down 
the stretch Ermotion came alonaside Gerald- 
ine,and Kelly, keeping hfs promise, threw 
the Ashe mare in front of her, thus thowing 
her out of her stride. Emotion, however, 
making an extraordinary run, finished a 
length in the rear of White Cloud. Both 
Ashe and Williams consequently lost their 
Dets, andthen came the trouble. Ashe ac- 
cused Kelly of ‘‘throwing him down,’’ and 
said that Willlams was instrumental in havy- 
ing him do it.

BOOKMAKERS FORMING A ‘1 RUST. 

The latest turf sensation to attract much 
attention East is the reported move of the 
bookmakers to forma trust. The story goes 
that the big fish bookies have formed a syn- 
dicate and have offered the jockey clubs of 
New York and vicinity $6,000 per day for the 
exclusive privilege of bookmaking at the 
leading tracks. he sum is not so large as 
the associations have gained in revenue from 
bookies during mood days, but isafixed and 

aranteed sum and it would dO away with 
he weekly drawing ins and the variations in 
the number of pencilers according to how 
many went broke. The benefit of the trust 
to the jockey clubs would be great, AH 
responsivility for the betting and fear of 
weiching bookies would cease with their 
contract of $6,000 perday. Should there be 
paytaing in the trust story, it would appear 
asifit were an attempt on the part of a few 
big bookies tocorner the betting business. 
The howl is being constantly raised that too 
many bookmakers draw intogive enough 
business around the ring, there y lowering 
the odds tothe public. This could be rem- 
edied by imiting the number of bookmakers. 

There is a question as to whether the trust 
wo popular. There-is no guaranty 
that it would supply enou pencilers to ac- 
commodate the public on big, days and the 
better-odds talk may be buacorkbe.
